LEGISLATIVE 


A $13.3 BILLION CUT IN FEDERAL PROGRAMS OVER THE NEXT THREE FISCAL YEARS IS A MAJOR FEATURE 
OF THE OMNIBUS RECONCILATION ACT OF 1982. OF THAT AMOUNT, $3.4 BILLION WILL COME OUT OF FEDERAL 
CIVILIAN AND ARMED FORCES RETIREES’ BENEFITS. THE ACT, PASSED BY THE HOUSE ORIGINALLY AS HR 
6955, HAD NO PROVISION TO CAP COLA FOR FEDERAL RETIREES . SENATE-PASSED VERSION WOULD HAVE CAPPED 
RETIREE COLA AT.4% FOR NEXT THREE YEARS.

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VFEW-PAC Endorsements 


The 1982 elections for the House of Representatives and Senate will be the second in which the Veterans of Foreign Wars Politi- 
cal Action Committee has participated since its formation by the 80th National Convention. In the 1980 federal elections, the VFW- 
PAC scored a success record of 89% with its endorsements of candidates. The same method of selection was used this year as in 1980. 
Issues were chosen, based on VFW mandates, from national security and veterans’ legislative questions in the House and Senate. A 
60% record on 14 roll call votes supporting the VFW position in the House and Senate qualified a candidate for endorsement. An 
asterisk after names indicates endorsement of both candidates. AL means at-large rather than a Congressional district. New district 
numbers are used because of the redistricting after the 1980 census. Past Commander-in-Chief Cooper T. Holt is VFW-PAC 


Director. 


ISSUES IN THE U.S. 
HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES 


Seven issues were selected in each of the 
areas of national security and veterans’ pro- 
grams. The issue and the date recorded are 
indicated so that the Representative can iden- 
tify his vote with the issue. 

The resolution which mandates the VFW 
position is also given. If a Congressman sup- 
ported the VFW position, he was given a fav- 
orable score. His overall score is shown by his 
name.

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The Task Ahead, A 
Mandate for Action 


(This is the acceptance speech of Com- 
mander-in-Chief James R. (Bob) Currieo 
delivered after his election at the 83rd 
National Convention in Los Angeles, 
Aug. 19.) 


oday the Veterans of Foreign Wars 

is experiencing greater prestige, 

esteem and clout than at any 
other time in the 83-year history of our 
organization. 

This did not just happen. It was caused 
by the leadership and dedication of many 
of you here today: Past Commanders-in- 
Chief, Department Commanders, District 
Commanders, Post Commanders, rank 
and file VFW members, young and old, 
rich and poor, from every segment of our 
society. 

I believe our ritual sums it up well. As 
we decorate our new members with the 
Cross of Malta, we tell them the Cross of 
Malta glorifies the tattered shirt of the 
poorest working man and beautifies the 
coat worn by those highest in our land. It 
binds us all together in a spirit of com- 
radeship and, of course, with the many 
thousands who have literally given their 
lives for our organization. It was you who 
laid the foundation for which we now 
launch a new spirit of commitment to our 
nation, our veterans and our future. 

My words here today will be brief. All of 
us gathered here will be remembered, not 
for what any one of us says, but rather for 
what we do and the direction we must fol- 
low. I have set Strength Through Service 
as our motto for the year ahead. Strength 
Through Service is not new. It has been 
the bedrock of our organization for more 
than 83 years. Therefore, this is where the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars is coming from 
and this is the course we have charted. 

Service to the veteran by an expanded 
and aggressive nationwide Service Officer 
system. 
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Service to Congress by vigilant and let- 
the-chips-fall-where-they-may VFW 
political action. 

Service to our country by an informed 
and unapologetic commitment to an 
American defense so strong that any real 
or potential adversary will tremble in 
mortal fear at the very thought of provok- 
ing these United States. 

But, history is neutral. Neither Com- 
munism nor freedom is divinely fated to 
win or to lose. History is what determined 
and dedicated people do with the events 
that affect their lives. What will we, the 
determined and dedicated people in the 
VFW, do with the events that have affected 
our lives? We have already answered that 
question. That answer is total political 
action involvement. 

Three years ago when the Political 
Action Committee issue was being debated, 
sincere comrades argued that establishing 
a Political Action Committee would put us 
into politics and would divide our Post 
Homes by party affiliation. We don’t play 
our inevitable political role as Democrats 
or Republicans, but as American patriots 
who intend to hold this Administration, 
this Congress and successive Administra- 
tions and Congresses to strict account as 
to where they stand on veterans’ pro- 
grams and a strong national defense. 

Some say, “We don’t deal with bread 
and butter issues.” I say to those critics: 
Ask the disabled veteran if the compensa- 
tion he receives and has earned, if that is 
not a bread and butter issue; ask the vet- 
eran who needs hospital care if the veter- 
ans hospital system is not a bread and 
butter issue; ask the veteran attending 
college and supporting a family, if the GI 
education entitlement is not a bread and 
butter issue and ask the young serviceman 
or woman if his or her military pay is nota 
bread and butter issue. Yes, my comrades 
and sisters, we do deal with bread and but-

ter issues that affect the veterans of this 
country. 

By casting their votes for or against vet- 
erans’ entitlements and the common 
defense, members of Congress try on our 
political action shoe and announce loud 
and clear whether or not it fits. Our sup- 
port or our opposition is brought on 
members of Congress by their voting rec- 
ord and theirs alone. 

Our friends and our 
announce themselves. 

And to say that our political action 
involvement divides Post Homes stands 
reason on its head. Our Political Action 
Committee's precise and enlightened 
review of roll call votes has given new 
unity to this organization that we love 
more than life itself. The issues of com- 
pensation, hospitalization and education 
are political issues and can be addressed 
only through political action. 

The 1980 Veterans of Foreign Wars 
political action record is now history. It 
was the envy of all veterans’ organizations 
and an 89% success in our endorsements. 

Our Political Action Committee has 
done its job for the 1982 mid-term elec- 
tions. Fourteen roll call votes, based on 
mandates you have set forth, have been 
selected. Seven each for national security 
and veterans’ entitlements. I support 
these carefully-reviewed choices. You 
will, soon after the state primaries, be 
informed of those political action issues 
and how your Senator or Representative 
scored. 

This scorecard will be our VFW call to 
political involvement and here | ask for 
total unity. Forget personalities and focus 
on issues. In the past we have elected to 
Congress those who were to serve as 
guardians of our principles, our ideals and 
above all our security. But once elected 
they became, instead, the architects of our

nation’s retreat. If a legislator can’t score 
60% on our issues, he may be the nicest 
guy in town, but he is not a fighter for 
what we stand for and he should be so in- 
formed at the ballot box. 

Our friends who have earned our sup- 
port must receive it at every level. I urge 
Post, District, County Council, State and 
National to support those endorsements 
publicly and financially. 

For the very few in our midst who 
remain unpersuaded as to the value of our 
political action, my message will be brief: 
If you won't lead, and if you refuse to fol- 
low, be kind enough to get out of the way. 
That express train you see hurtling by is 
the VFW of the future and its engine is 
called “VFW—Political Action.” It is not 
even a ‘sleeping giant,” as a favorable 
news story has recently called it, but a 
growing power not just for you and me, 
but for 30 million veterans, their families 
and for every citizen of the United States. 

Now, of course, we wouldn't need a 
VFW, let alone a VFW Political Action 
Committee, if the Administration and 
some members of Congress had memor- 
ies that stretched back further than last 
night's TV news broadcasts. If they did, 
they would remember those who did not 
run away, but who were there when their 
countrymen needed them. The Veterans 
of Foreign Wars has always been at their 
side. This was illustrated in the recent 
VFW Service Officer Success Story which 
describes a young Vietnam veteran, who, 
after being denied disability for an in- 
service kidney condition, turned his case 
over to the VFW. Through the determi- 
nation of VFW Post, State and National 
Service Offices, he was finally granted a 
100% disability and awarded a $20,000 
retroactive payment. 

This is only one of the more than 
200,000 cases handled by the VFW. Many 
are success stories such as this one. The 
VFW is truly the veterans’ advocate, 
always there to help the veteran and his 
family cut the winding tape of bureaucratic 
indifference and timid rule-making. 

You would think our VA Administrator 
would be such an advocate. 

You would think our VA Administrator 
would be a non-stop fighter for your 
rights. 

Bluntly speaking, my comrades, anyone 
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who believes that Mr. Nimmo is “our” 
man among the President's closest advis- 
ers is not informed of all the facts. For 
example, Secretaries of Agriculture fight 
for farmers; Secretaries of Labor work 
with unions, and Secretaries of Commerce 
support business interests. Why is it, 
then, that only VA Administrators either 
work against or are indifferent to their 
reason for being: The veterans of this 
country? 

Some may think we are being too tough 
on the present Administrator. You listen 
and make up your own minds. 

Mr. Nimmo has described wartime 
service as an “inconvenience” (some 
inconvenience!) and called VA medical 
care “free medical care.” Free! There is no 
such thing as free medical care for the vet- 
eran. Veterans who are so entitled earned 
every ounce of care they receive through 
loss of blood, limb and health. These are 
the toughest entrance dues known to man. 

Mr. Nimmo has attempted to scale back 
new hospital construction, proposed to 
tighten eligibility criteria for the very 
medical care that he insultingly describes 
as “free” and referred to veterans’ pro- 
gtams as “‘social welfare.” 

Furthermore, an article in the New 
York Times on June 17, 1982, credits him 
with saying that he “did not want the VA 
job and accepted it only to carry out the 
budget cuts Mr. Reagan wanted.” 

Mr. Nimmo will have to change his 
ways. 

We are not about to change ours. 

We in the VFW have a body of beliefs, 
prejudices if you will, that when added up 
will tell America and the world what the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars is all about. 

Here are those bottom line beliefs 
about where we in the VFW must stand: 

We in the VFW believe that the VA 
budget must be a larger percentage of the 
federal and not less as it has been for the 
past seven years. 

We in the VFW believe that if a veteran 
is ill and in need of medical attention, VA 
health-care professionals and a hospital 
bed must be available immediately. 

We in the VFW believe that if cost-of- 
living increases are to be capped or frozen 
for disabled veterans and federal retirees, 
they must be capped or frozen also for all 
federal beneficiaries. 


We in the VFW believe that Vietnam 
veterans deserve faster action in resolving 
the problems caused them and their fami- 
lies by exposure to herbicides and other 
toxic substances while in Vietnam. 

We in the VFW believe that honorably 
discharged veterans who choose not to 
reenlist must be entitled to unemploy- 
ment compensation on the same basis as 
civilian workers who fulfill their contracts 
with an employer. 

We in the VFW believe the basic integ- 
rity of the VA health-care system, the 
compensation, dependency indemnity 
compensation and pension programs 
must be maintained whatever the cost. 

We in the VFW believe the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans Affairs must be the vet- 
eran’s advocate and not the veteran's 
adversary. 

We in the VFW believe that no veteran 
should have to pay a user's fee for VA 
medical care. 

We in the VFW believe that contract- 
ing out jobs held by federal civilian 
employees to private contractors circum- 
vents veterans’ preference in federal 
employment and must be stopped, not 
increased, as now proposed by the Admin- 
istrator. 

We in the VFW believe preference is 
more than just words. In fact, it is really a 
contract this nation must keep with those 
who gave of their most precious posses- 
sions, time, health and, in some cases, 
their very lives. 

We in the VFW believe all veterans’ 
deserve the opportunity to work so they 
might continue to serve this great nation 
as productive citizens and hold their heads 
high among their peers. 

Though we are at odds with certain ele- 
ments of the Administration, we do have 
an Administration, at least when it comes 
to national defense, that is truly deter- 
mined to rearm America. And not a 
moment too soon. 

There is a story making the rounds in 
Washington that had the Falkland Islands 
crisis happened a few years back, we 
would have seen 100,000 sheep roaming 
the streets of Miami with half of them 
enrolled in the public school system. 

Well, the decade-long VFW effort to 
increase our defense posture and make 
patriotism pay at the polls is being felt 
across America. 

A Gallup Poll recently taken around the 
world asked people if they were “very 
proud of their country.” The results: Brit- 
ain, 55%; West Germany, 21%; Japan, 
30%, and America, 80%. 

When asked if they would be “willing to 
fight for their country,” the answers 
included Britain, 62%, and America, 71%. 

These encouraging figures didn’t just

happen. Think back how things were 10 
years ago. Our proud order was at the 
forefront of patriotic groups who never 
quit on America. 

It will be at least 10 more years before 
long years of military neglect are over- 
come. 

Statistics on the Soviet-U.S. military 
balance are frightening. Soviets outman 
the U.S. 4 to 1, outgun the U.S. 6 to 1. If 
our President were party to anything less 
than total and absolute security for Amer- 
ica, in my judgment, he would be crimi- 
nally liable and in violation of his oath of 
office, just as the mayors of New York or 
Chicago or any other major city would be 
if they disarm their police force. 

The VEW is not in the military hard- 
ware business or military weapons sys- 
tems business. But the VFW is in the 
people business. We say this: “We of the 
VEFW will support whatever weapons or 
hardware our defense planners deem 
necessary and needed. But we also say that 
whatever military hardware or weapons 
are put in the hands of our troops had bet- 
ter be the best money can buy or this 
organization will come down hard on 
both planners and builders.” 

We have just reviewed the National 
Security Resolutions adopted at this con- 
vention and I proudly accept those resolu- 
tions as my mandate and your mandate for 
action. 

Specifically, for but a few examples: 

Halt the importation of cars manufac- 
tured by foreign countries for two years 
and press Germany and Japan to invest 
more financially toward their own 
defense. 

Cause the Soviet aggressors in Afghan- 
istan to pay and bleed by providing the 
tough Afghan Freedom Fighters with 
needed small arms and anti-tank and anti- 
helicopter weapons. 

Support the President in his effort to 
block construction of the Soviet pipeline 
to the West. The West Europeans plan to 
finance the proposed pipeline with West- 
ern capital at below market rates. Once in 
place, Soviet energy leverage over West 
Europe will make today’s OPEC pressure 
look generous. And, by the way, we sell 
grain to the Soviet Union for cash on the 
barrelhead only. 

If the countries of Western Europe 
view the Soviet Union more as a friend 
than an adversary, then the U.S. should 
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withdraw part or all of our forces from 
Europe, where they have placed their lives 
on the line. 

Support a mutual and verifiable strate- 
gic arms limitation and reduction policy at 
equal and sharply-reduced levels. While 
doing so, meet and defeat those who, 
unthinkingly, would “freeze-now-and- 
count-later.” 

Never quit on our prisoners of war and 
missing in action until this issue of 
national honor has been fully and fairly 
resolved. 

For far too long, America has sought 
affection rather than earning respect and 
has wound up getting neither. 

I don’t know whether what Lam telling 
you is popular or not. 

Frankly, it doesn’t matter. For as long 
as there is a VFW, we will choose what is 
right over what is popular every time. 

One thing we are doing which happens 
to be both right and popular, however, is 
the enthusiastic welcome our proud order 
has extended to America’s Vietnam vet- 
erans. 

With a growing 535,000 of you in our 
midst, you Vietnam veterans, in propor- 
tion to those who served in all of America’s 
other conflicts, are now our most numer- 
ous comrades. 

Keep on coming in! Our fine new 
Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief, I pre- 
dict, is but the first of your number who 
will have earned his way to our National 
leadership. 

We respect you. We want you. And 
above all we need you. 

You know how we fought for the Viet- 
nam Veterans Memorial in Washington 
and I don’t mean just talk. 1 mean more 
than $250,000 already donated. 

Well, our chests will swell and I guess 
our eyes will be just a little bit moist when 
we stand tall on Nov. 11, 1982, when this 
monument is dedicated in Constitution 
Gardens in Washington, D.C. 

Not being an association of architects 
or art critics, the VFW stayed out of the 
squabble about what form the monument 
should take. 

But one thing we understood from the 
start. 

If we wanted to honor the Vietnam vet- 
eran—and God knows we do—it was 
going to be that design selected by the 
Memorial Fund’s committee, and subse- 
quently strengthened, or it was going to 


be nothing. 5 

And “nothing” is what ‘our Vietnam 
Veterans have lived with for far too long. 

What we seek in the VFW is simple: To 
celebrate the year 2000 A.D., with the 
United States the freest, richest and most 
decent nation ever to appear in 3,433 
years of recorded history. 

And, with your support and prayers, 
and mutually pledging “strength through 
service,” we can make a start. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars is a 
strong union of organized veterans, 
united to uphold the objectives for which 
it was chartered. By maintaining and 
building our strength, we will continue to 
inspire the patriotic fiber of America. 

We must impress upon all veterans and 
their families that the dues they pay are 
not solely for membership in a fraternal 
organization. Their dues are a sound 
investment in the future of our country, 
our families and ourselves. This must be 
our solemn commitment. 

If we fail in this sacred charge, we will 
not only have failed the veterans in our 
ranks today, but we will have failed our 
countrymen of tomorrow. For the day will 
come when the call to arms will go out to 
the young men of this country and no one 
will answer. 

We must demonstrate to all veterans, 
even to those who are not members of our 
organization, that the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars is ready to meet the responsibility 
and the challenge of this commitment and 
to continue to promote legislation that 
benefits and sustains the dignity of our 
men and women who served their

National Salute to Vietnam Veterans

The VFW has long supported the 
establishment of a Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial located in Washington, D.C., 
and has contributed a quarter of a million 
dollars to its construction. 

The VFW believes the establishment of 
this memorial is providing the nation a 
unique opportunity to focus attention on 
the service and sacrifice of those who ans- 
wered their country’s call to duty during 
the Vietnam War. 

In recognition of this timely and well 
deserved tribute, and in an effort to 
further the mission of the memorial pro- 
ject, the Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
Fund is sponsoring a National Salute to 
Vietnam Veterans, Nov. 10 to 14, 1982, in 
Washington, D.C. 

Activities include a live show entitled 
“Entertainers Salute Vietnam Veterans,” 
military unit reunions, a Tribute to Viet- 
nam Veterans Parade and nationwide reli- 
gious services in honor of all Americans 
who served in Vietnam, including those 
who died or remain missing. 

Commander-in-Chief James R. (Bob) 
Currieo has encouraged participation by 
the VFW from each state in the activities 
scheduled by the organizers. Each state 
participation is being coordinated by the 
governor's director of veterans affairs 
office or directly by contacting the Viet- 
nam Veterans Memorial Fund, 1110 Ver- 
mont Ave., Suite 308, Washington, D.C. 
20005. 

Special rates are being arranged by the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial Fund for 
transportation and lodging while vete- 
rans are in Washington. 

While the salute is especially for Viet- 
nam veterans, all veterans are invited to 
join in. Each state may have Vietnam 
veterans, a band or bands, a state delega- 
tion of veterans’ groups and a massed 
color guard. Particulars may be obtained 
from each state capital. 

Each VFW Department should make 
an effort to encourage participation. Raf- 
fles, cake sales and other fundraising 
efforts, where legal, will help raise funds 
to send VFW delegates and individual 
members to Washington. IVAW

The story of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial in Washington was unfolded 
for VFW National Convention delegates 
by the man closest to the project. 

He is Jan Scruggs, president of the Viet- 
nam Veterans Memorial Fund, whose 
dream it was to have his fellow veterans of 
the Vietnam War honored by the Ameri- 
can public. 

But, he acknowledged, his was not a 
one-man operation because “the VFW 
played a definite and extensive role.” 

Scruggs recalled that in 1969 he was in 
the infantry in Vietnam and then re- 
turned home to go back to college. 

Later he recommended to Congress 
that a monument be erected to the Viet- 
nam veterans, but when Congress backed 
away from the project, he decided to 
undertake its responsibility himself. 

“I needed money to get interest stimu- 
lated and the VFW was the only organiza- 
tion in Washington to come forward with 
money,” he continued. “Then I had to go 
to Congress to get two acres near the 
Lincoln Memorial. Cooper T. Holt [ Exec- 
utive Director of the VFW Washington 
Office] got personally involved. 

“Then the VFW had fundraising 
dinners and everywhere I went the VFW 
was right in the middle of it and actually

contributed $300,000.” 

Scruggs related some of the problems 
that arouse over the monument’s design, 
“but the VFW stood by us and we added a 
statue of an American soldier and the 
Flag. 

Two weeks ago, he said, the first panel 
containing the names of 165 dead was 
unveiled. When completed, the monu- 
ment will bear the names of the more 
than 57,000 American dead in Vietnam. 

Discussing the Nov. 10 to 14 Salute to 
Vietnam Veterans, Scruggs said Jimmy 
Stewart will be the leading figure from the 
world of entertainment to participants. 

“Tam really lost for words to thank the 
VFW for all the help this organization has 
given us,” he said. “The individual 
members are the most wonderful people I 
have ever met in my life.” 

In introducing Scruggs, Commander - 
in-Chief Arthur J. Fellwock explained that 
the VFW wholeheartedly supported the 
campaign for the monument’s erection 
because the VFW believed Vietnam vete- 
rans had not received the recognition due 
them because of their service in Southeast 
Asia. ; 

He added that the VFW is opposed to 
the United States’ getting into another 
war without fighting it to win. Wad

Levity Blended With Seriousness 


The comedian provided them with a 
half-hour or so of hilarity, but then the 
general brought them back to the serious- 
ness of the real world. 

The comedian was Red Skelton. The 
general was Vernon A. Walters. The 
“them” were the more than 2,000 at the 
banquet of the 83rd National Convention 
at the Los Angeles Bonaventure Hotel, 
Aug. 16. 

Skelton and Walters, a former CIA 
deputy director and adviser to Presidents, 
were singled out for two prestigious VFW 
honors at the dinner, the Americanism 
Award and the Dwight David Eisenhower 
Award, respectively. 

Skelton’s was specifically for the mov- 
ing rendition of the Pledge of Allegience, 
which he has made famous over the years, 
and Walters’s for his ‘outstanding contri- 
butions to the cause of American security, 
unity and world peace.” 

Before beginning the humorous patter 
that has made Skelton one of America’s 
most beloved comedians and after receiv- 
ing the award, he told Commander-in- 
Chief Arthur J. Fellwock, “Thank you for 
believing I am worthy of such an award.” 

He related that recently he has been 
visiting college and university campuses 
and “when I say I believe America is the 
only country in the world, the students say 
this is the jet age, the computer age. 

“I tell them, ‘I know; my generation gave 
it to you. 

He concluded his portion of the pro- 
gram with the Pledge of Allegience deliv- 
ered in his own, inimitable way and added: 

“It is fine to have laughter without the 
use of four-letter words. It is fine to stand 
on the Constitution, but don’t trample on 
it. I don’t hate my enemies. | made them. 

“If you remember this evening, then 
my purpose as a clown has been served.” 

Gen. Walters, in accepting his award, 
told Commander-in-Chief Fellwock that 
Skelton “is a hard act to follow,” but went 
on to relate some of his experiences with 
Eisenhower when he was a Presidential 
adviser to illustrate the significance the 
award had for him. 

“It is popular to say he was a good man, 
but he was truly a great man and his Presi- 
dency was marked by extraordinary years

of domestic quiet,” Gen. Walters said. 

Turning to the world scene, with which 
he has been vitally concerned for nearly a 
lifetime, Walters said the U.S. has a real 
problem in Central America, but the tar- 
get is Mexico, which the Communists 
hope to destabilize to divert American 
attention from Europe and the Far East. 

“Central America requires a, lot of 
attention,” he continued. “Free elections 
there will require a long educational pro- 
cess because most people there would not 
recognize one.” 

Discussing Nicaragua, he said the situa- 
tion there is “tough.” 

“The Communists are in power and 
once Communism is in there is no way to 
get it out short of violence,” he said. “Dic- 
tatorships have been replaced by democ- 
racy, but no one knows what would 
replace the Communists because they 
have never been replaced.” 

Walters said the U.S. had no other 


choice except to support Britain in the 
Falklands War with Argentina “because 
we do not believe in the use of armed force 
to change borders.” 


As for aiding countries threatened by 
Communist subversion, Walters said the 
United States is in a more advantageous 
position than the Soviet Union because 
the Russians “can give only tanks and 
planes but they can’t tell them how to 
grow food because they can’t do it for 
themselves. Karl Marx was a city boy. He 
knew nothing about the land.” 

Walters said the Middle East is the 
most acute problem of all, but “if we can 
leave Lebanon alone, it will be restored.” 

“The PLO has a lot of friends, but no 
one wants to take them in when it comes 
to the crunch,” he said. 


Walters then brought up the problems 
of Africa, where the Cubans must get out 
of Angola and Libya is ruled by a man who 
should be in a mental hospital. He ranged 
over the world, to Europe, to Asia and to 
India and Pakistan, citing threats to world 
peace in all of them as a result of Soviet 
machinations. 

“The greatest danger to the world is a 
miscalculation,” he continued. “We will 
have the same problems with us 500 years 
from now, but I believe the values of all 
free countries will survive.”

Pride in Service

A tinuing membership growth to 


heighten the VFW's leverage in gaining 
broadened veterans’ rights and entitle- 
ments and a firm resolve to support action 
for a national defense second to none 
highlighted the 83rd National Conven- 
tion in Los Angeles, Aug. 13 to 19. 

At the conclusion of the Convention, 
the more than 17,000 registered delegates 
elected Sr. Vice Commander-in-Chief 
James R. (Bob) Currieo, of Sierra Vista, 
Ariz., Commander-in-Chief, succeeding 
Commander-in-Chief Arthur J. Fellwock, 
of Evansville, Ind. 

Jr. Vice Commander-in-Chief Clifford 
G. Olson, Jr., of Mattapan, Mass., was 
moved up to the office of Senior Vice 
Commander-in-Chief and is expected to 
become Commander-in-Chief at the 84th 
National Convention. 

Chosen Junior Vice Commander-in- 
Chief was Billy Ray Cameron, of Sanford, 
N.C., the first Vietnam veteran to be 
elected to a major National office and the 
first North Carolinian to be elected to one 
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since 1939. 

Quartermaster Gen. J.A. Cheatham, of 
Shawnee Mission, Kans., was reelected 
and Adjutant Gen. Howard E. Vander 
Clute, Jr., was reappointed to his office. 

Other officers elected included James C. 
McKee, of Salt Lake City, Utah, Judge 
Advocate General; Dr. Philip J. Begley, of 
Harlan, Ky., Surgeon General and the 
Rev. Austin J. Henry, of Madison, Wis., 
National Chaplain. Appointed Chief of 
Staff was Roger Sellers, of DeSoto, Kans., 
and named Inspector General was Ralph 
Rohwedder, of Moses Lake, Wash. 

Although President Ronald Reagan 
was forced to cancel his planned appear- 
ance at the Convention's Joint Opening 
Session, Aug. 16, at the Los Angeles Con- 
vention Center, he was represented by 
William P. Clark, his national security 
adviser and former California State 
Supreme Court justice. 

Clark promised that budgetary belt- 
tightening would not be at the expense of 
compromising the safety and security “of 
our men and women in the armed forces,” 

The controversial Soviet gas pipeline to 


Western Europe could be built with 
American technology, he said, if the Sov- 
iets would end their repression of Poland 
and not use “Gulag prisoners” in its con- 
struction. 

“This is not the time to give the Soviets 
more hard currency so they can channel it 
into their defenses,” he continued. 

Comparing the U.S. ban on American 
technology for the pipeline with the sale 
of grain to the Soviet Union, Clark said 
this is a fallacious argument because the 
wheat is sold on a cash basis. 

As for a freeze on nuclear weapons, 
Clark said this would guarantee Soviet 
superiority over the United States. 

Clark praised the VFW for its wide 
range of community and veterans’ service 
programs, citing them as examples of the 
Reagan Administration's desire to encour- 
age the American people to do more to 
aid others. 

On veterans’ entitlements, Clark said, 
“No one is giving you anything. Veterans 
have earned everything they have re- 

ceived.” He pledged the Administration

would assure that veterans’ health care 
will not be compromised.” 

Clark also expressed President Rea- 
gan’s congratulations to Charlton Heston 
for the VFW Citizenship Award pre- 
sented for his stand in opposing Ed 
Asnet’s position as Screen Actors Guild 
president in supporting the guerrillas in 
El Salvador. 

The Convention was opened by Past 
Commander Joseph Borello, of the 
Department of California and chairman 
of the Convention board of directors, who 
introduced Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
Bradley. 

“You epitomize the courage of our peo- 
ple,” Bradley told the delegates. 

Greetings were also extended by a rep- 
resentative of Gov. Edmund G. Brown, 
B.T. Collings, his chief of staff, and Harry 
A. Marlow, on behalf of the county gov- 
ernment. 

Fellwock presented Auxiliary President 
Marion Watson with the VFW Gold 
Medal of Merit for her and the Auxiliary’s 
assistance in achieving VFW goals for 
1981-82. 

Supreme Commander William E. 
Bryce, of the Military Order of the Cootie, 
reviewed the work done by the VFW’s 
honor degree organization on behalf of 
hospitalized veterans and predicted next 
year would see an expansion of this effort. 

In accepting the News Media Award 
from Fellwock, Mrs. Helen K. Copley, 
head of the Copley newspaper group, said 
her late husband, James, once honored by 
the VFW, too, considered his newspapers 
a public service and “I retain that philos- 
ophy with fervor.” 


George Schlatter and the television 
program he produces, “Real People,” 
received the VFW Gold Medal of Merit 
for depicting veterans and the role they 
have played in defending the country ina 
positive light. 

For her work in making the Special 
Olympics for the nation’s retarded a suc- 
cess, Mrs. Eunice Kennedy Shriver was 
presented with the VFW Hall of Fame 
Award. 

“The VFW has a special place in my 
heart,” Mrs. Shriver said, recalling the 
assistance the organization provided her 


VEW Gold Medal of Merit. 

Nationalist Chinese Gen. Cheng Wei- 
yuan, chairman of the Vocational Assist- 
ance Commission for Retired Servicemen 
of the Republic of China on Taiwan, and 
Gen. Chong Hwan Kim, president of the 
Korean Veterans Association, denounced 
Communist rule on Mainland China and 
North Korea, respectively, urged the 
United States to continue support for 
their two countries and thanked the VFW 
for its concern with their problems.

banquet, comedian Red Skelton was pre- 
sented with the Americanism Award for 
his famous rendition of the Pledge of 
Allegiance and retired Lt. Gen. Vernon A. 
Walters, a former CIA deputy director and 
adviser to several Presidents, received the 
Dwight David Eisenhower Award. 

Honored at the second session, Tues- 
day, Aug. 17, were Edward D. McCarthy, 
an Arvada, Colo., police officer, with the 
VFW J. Edgar Hoover Award; the four 
Navy pilots who shot down two Libyan 
planes last year while the Navy was on 
maneuvers in the Mediterranean, with 
the VFW Armed Forces Award, and 
Newsweek Magazine the VFW Certifi- 
cate of Appreciation, accepted by Stryker 
McGuire, its Houston bureau chief, for its 
articles on “Charlie Company” that put 
Vietnam veterans in a positive light. 

The four Navy officers were Cmdr. 
Henry Kleemann, Lt. James Anderson, Lt. 
Lawrence Muczynski and Lt. David 
Venlet. 

Speaking on behalf of the group, Klee- 
mann said, “We are one country, one 
service and we are all together. Without 
the effort and skill of men who serviced 
our planes, what we did would not have 
been possible.” 

McGuire said the award to Newsweek 
was “especially significant as it comes 
from the VFW." 

He said several of the Vietnam veter- 
ans he and other Newsweek writers and 
reporters interviewed had not talked 
about their experiences in Vietnam for as 


long as 10 years “because no,one had asked 
them.” 4 

“Thank you on behalf of the men who 
ultimately made this possible, the men of 
“Charlie Company,” McGuire said. 

Jerry Yates, who heads veterans and 
service groups liaison for the Vietnam 
Veterans Leadership Program, a federal 
project in which Vietnam and other veter- 
ans aid Vietnam veterans, told of its goals. 

“We in the VFW have known for years 
the leadership ability of Vietnam veter- 
ans,” he said. 

“We want veterans to step forward and 
help some of our brothers who have 
lingering problems. We will be estab- 
lished in 50 communities and we will 
study what the greatest needs are in each 
one.

“We want to show the American peo- 
ple what a Vietnam veteran is, to know 
the Vietnam veteran is proud of his Viet- 
nam service and that VFW members 
share that pride, to realize that the Viet- 
nam veterans are not to be pitied or 
treated as victims and to affirm the integ- 
rity of military service.”

those who are not Vietnam veterans, 
come forward and help with the program 
in their communities. 

The principal speaker at the Tuesday 
session was Mrs. Elizabeth Dole, assistant 
to President Reagan for public liaison, 
who said, “We want our children to 
inherit a world at peace, where no one 
rattles a sword and no one drags a chain... 

“Perhaps no audience in America bet- 
ter understands the distinction between 
defensive and offensive weapons. Surely 
none has been more generous in its sup- 
port for an America whose defense is ade- 
quate to her needs. For you understand 
that great nations must shoulder respon- 
sibilities. They must be willing to spend 
dollars for defense unless they want to 
spill blood on battlefields again. You 
understand the difference between out- 
laws and the law-abiding—not only in our 
own neighborhoods but in the global com- 
munity. You understand strength as a 
deterrent to wrongdoers. And you have 
never hesitated to go public with that real- 
istic assessment of the dangerous world in 
which we live.” 

On Wednesday morning, Aug. 18, a del- 
egation from the VEW National Home at 
Eaton Rapids, Mich., including this year’s 
Buddy Poppy Girl, Wendy Renee Striegel, 
Dr. Frances Forde Plude, Home presi- 
dent, and Dr. Theodore Wilson III, the 
executive director, who outlined improve- 
ments in the Home's activities. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Richard 
Roudebush, chairman of the Veterans 
Life Insurance Co., presented the VFW 
with a check for $2,500, which Sr. Vice 
Commander-in-Chief James R. (Bob) 
Currieo said would be placed in the VFW 
Bob Hope USO Fund. 

Commander-in-Chief Fellwock received 
an award from Clifton E. Simmons, Boy 
Scouts’ director of community relations, 
in recognition of the organization's spon- 
sorship of Boy Scout activities.

Persistence Pays Off

hen James R. (Bob) Currieo 

\ \ ] was elected Commander-in- 

Chief of the Veterans of 

Foreign Wars of the United States at the 

83rd National Convention in Los Angeles 

last August, he selected a motto to guide 

and inspire himself and his 1,950,000 fel- 

low VFW members during his year as 
their leader: 

“Strength Through Service.” 

The motto exemplifies Bob Currieo the 
man, 

He has served his country faithfully and 
well. And he has grown strong in that 
service, 

A high school dropout, he has achieved 
success in life in the fullest meaning of 
that word, 

A high school dropout, yes, but this 
man who left his 10th grade classroom in 
Bartlesville, Okla., to join the Army dur- 
ing the Korean War rose quickly to the 
rank of sergeant major. 

When he left the Army after 22 years, 
he went directly to college. Today he 
stands a mere six credit hours short of 
achieving the degree of master of 
education. 

Strength through service. Strength 
through determination. Strength through 
stamina. Strength through persistence. 

Bob Currieo, was born in Denver, Colo., 
the son of a country doctor's daughter and 
a restaurant man. He grew up in Okla- 
homa. 

His mother, Mrs. Lake Ann Taylor, 
now of Scottsdale, Ariz., says of her son: 

“He was ‘the ideal boy'—very consider- 
ate, always good to everybody, very pro- 
tective of the underdog. 

“I'm not being a mother who is trying 
to paint a glowing picture of her son. He 
really was ideal. He was responsible and 
truthful at all times.” 

The ideal boy became a man very 
quickly in a faraway country in which the 
United States took a firm stand against 
the march of Communism. 
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Currieo served with the 3rd Infantry 
Division's artillery—in 50-caliber ma- 
chine guns and anti-aircraft weapons. He 
spent 13 months in the Korea battle zone 
before being rotated back to the United 
States, where he wound up with the 2nd 
Infantry Division at Fort Lewis, Wash. 

There he made two decisions that 
would direct the course of his life. 

The first—not necessarily the more 
important—was his selection of the Army 
as his career. 

“I liked the Army, and it seemed to like 
me,” he said. “I went from private to ser- 
geant first class in the first three years. It 
seemed to be the perfect place for me. I 
reenlisted for six years and I don't believe 
I have ever regretted it. After six more 
years, I was a career soldier.” 

The second decision was to woo and 
wed Isabelle Pachbe, a nurse’s aide he had 
met ona date while at Fort Lewis. Isabelle, 
who was born in Wapato, Wash., a tiny 
town south of Walla Walla, is a Native 
American. Her father was a member of 
the Yakima Tribe and her mother came 
from the Colville Tribe. 


The marriage has been a true partner- 
ship. Isabelle readily accepted the role of 
service wife. She accompanied the non- 
commissioned officer to Wiesbaden in 
West Germany and to Army posts in the 
United States where Currieo’s skill as a 
teacher was becoming more and more 
apparent. She worked for the Army as a 
civilian and found time to raise their two 
adopted children, James and Denita, both 
of whom have Navajo Indian blood. 

When the future Commander-in-Chief 
became active in the VFW, his wife took 
an active role in the Auxiliary. She has 
served the Auxiliary with distinction and 
has been honored as Department Presi- 
dent of the Year. 

Currieo became an intelligence expert 
in the Army. He taught in the Combat 
Surveillance School at Fort Huachuca, 
Ariz., and at the Signal School at Fort 
Monmouth, N,J., where he was promoted 
to chief instructor of the radar division 
and, later, to chief instructor of all the 
courses for enlisted personnel. After he 
returned to Fort Huachuca for what 
turned out to be his terminal assignment,

he became the chief instructor of the 
Combat Surveillance School. 

At Fort Monmouth and later at Fort 
Huachuca, Currieo wore as many stripes 
as a soldier's arm can carry. He was a 
sergeant major. And when he was pro- 
moted to that rank in 1967 at 33, he was 
the youngest sergeant major in the United 
States Army. 

As the musical “Oklahoma,” named for 
the state where he grew up, puts it, he 
“had gone about as fur as he could go” in 
the Army by 1973. 

He had climbed the professional ladder 
and he had been honored in the civilian 
world with his selection by the Arizona 
Junior Chamber of Commerce as one of 
the Outstanding Young Men of 1967. 

After 22 years in uniform, Bob Currieo 
retired. He, Isabelle and their children 
settled in Sierra Vista, near Fort Hua- 
chuca. 

The future VFW leader wanted more 
education for himself. He had obtained a 
high school diploma in the Army but, as 
an enlisted man, was not eligible for the 
“Bootstrap” program leading to a univer- 
sity degree. The GI Bill of Rights and his 
own determination put him through 
college. 

At 39, Currieo became a full-time stu- 
dent at Cochise Community College in 
Sierra Vista. After a year and a half, he 
transferred to the University of Arizona 
and for two years made the 140-mile 
round trip between Sierra Vista and Tuc- 
son five times a week. He was graduated 
in 1977 with the degree of bachelor of arts 
in education. 

Again, the Army was waiting for Cur- 
rieo. Immediately upon graduation he was 
hired as a civilian instructor at Fort 
Huachuca. 

As he looks back, Currieo feels that his 
maturity and Army experience helped 
him in college. 

“College was the only direction I could 
take,” he said. “If I were to do anything

worthwhile beyond retirement from the 
Army, I would have to have a college edu- 
cation. It was much easier in college at 39 
than if I had been 19 or 20. I didn’t feel 
awkward because I was older than my 
classmates. All of us had the same objec- 
tive—an education. My Army background 
made college much more interesting for 
me. 

During his three and one-half years in 
college, Currieo managed to find time to

serve the VFW. 

Sierra Vista Post 9972 was just four 
years old when he joined in 1962. Its 
membership was predominantly military. 

“As most new members are, I was 
reluctant to get involved,” he recalled. “I 
balked when they asked me to attend a 
Post meeting and be initiated. I just didn’t 
want to go. 

“But, when I got there, | found that 15 
or 18 people were being initiated at the

same time. I knew some of them. 

“The initiation ceremony was very 
impressive. It made a lasting impression 
on me. Friends, people I worked with, 
were conducting the ceremony. They 
believed in the VFW. And, immediately, I 
believed.” 

Two years later, Currieo was elected 
Post Commander. His two terms were 
highly successful, and he was named All 
State Commander each time. He subse- 
quently became Arizona's Department 
Judge Advocate and District 5 Com- 
mander and was elected State Junior Vice 
Commander. In 1972-73, Currieo was 
Arizona's All American Department 
Commander. 

Even before he was Department Com- 
mander, he had set his sights much 
higher. 

“I made up my mind during the 
National Convention in Minneapolis in 
1971 that, if I was good enough, I would 
work to become Commander-in-Chief of 
the VFW,” Currieo said. 

“We had left our children with friends 
in Omaha, and we were driving back there 
from Minneapolis when I turned to Isa- 
belle and told her: 

“Well, I think I'll run for Junior Vice 
Commander-in-Chief. I had the gut feel- 
ing that I could make it. But, I guess Isa- 
belle wasn’t prepared for it. She was about 
ready to throw me out of the car.” 

With Isabelle’s support, Currieo has 
achieved his goal. 

The tall, handsome ex-GI said he 
regards his position as VFW Commander- 
in-Chief “as a sacred trust that has been 
given to me for 12 months to carry on the 
tremendous work of those I follow as lead- 
ers of this great organization.

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RESOLUTION 779 


‘Reprimand 
Nimmo, Mr. 
President —VFW 
Says 


Administrator Robert P. Nimmo 

would have heard delegates to the 
83rd National VFW Convention unani- 
mously adopt Resolution 779 calling on 
President Ronald Reagan to reprimand 
him for public comments critical of veter- 
ans’ benefits and making slurs on veterans 
themselves. 

The action was taken on Wednesday, 
Aug. 18, at the Los Angeles Bonaventure 
Hotel. 

Although the delegates adopted the 
reprimand resolution, they agreed with 
the recommendation of the Committee on 
National Veterans Service and rejected 
two resolutions calling for Nimmo’s 
ouster as VA head. 

Following is the text of Resolution 779 
voted by the Convention: 

WHEREAS, the Administrator of Vet- 
erans Affairs is perceived by virtue of his 
office to be the advocate of all veterans; 
and 


I f he had walked ina little sooner, VA 
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WHEREAS, in his capacity as the high- 
est ranking official in the Executive 
Branch of the government charged with 
the responsibility of providing unbiased 
and objective delivery of statutory entitle- 
ments to veterans, their dependents and 
survivors; and 

WHEREAS, the incumbent Adminis- 
trator has been repeatedly cited for state- 
ments that denigrate the veteran and 
undermine and publicly question the 
worth of certain benefits for veterans 
enacted by Congress in its wisdom; and 

WHEREAS, not withstanding Admin- 
istrator Nimmo’s insistence that his state- 
ments are taken out of context by the 
media or that remarks attributed to him 
are not true or were innocently or care- 
lessly uttered; and 

WHEREAS, Commander-in-Chief 
Arthur J. Fellwock, during his testimony 
before the House and Senate Veterans 
Affairs Committees in March, 1982, 
expressed grave concern regarding the 
Administrator's apparent negative atti- 
tude; and 

WHEREAS, the White House com- 
municated to the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States that the 
Administrator had no business express- 
ing such views and the practice would be 
stopped; now, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, by the 83rd 
National Convention of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the United States, that 
since the Administrator persists in being 
indiscreet in his public utterances, the 
President of the United States must repri- 
mand Administrator Nimmo and offer 
assurance that any recurrence will lead to 
deeper corrective measures. 

In his remarks, Nimmo said he would 
seek from the President and Congress 
more money for the VA’s 1984 budget to 
enable it to expand its medical research, 
construction and operations. 

He said out-patient clinics “are the 
wave of the future and we can do in them 
what we used to do in acute care hospitals.” 

As for Agent Orange, the herbicide 
some Vietnam veterans contend has 
caused their cancer, deformities in their 
children and other ailments, Nimmo said,

Cooper T. Holt, rebutting some of 
Nimmo’s remarks, declared “we are not 
going to put up with that from him or 
anybody else.” Holt is Washington 
Office Executive Director. 


“We are trying our best to find the 
answer.” 

Nimmo added that when he joined the 
VA last year, “Agent Orange research was 
unpopular in the agency and funds were 
being siphoned off to other activities.” 

This year, however, $5 million is avail- 
able for studies of the herbicide and $7 
million will be allocated for them in the 
next fiscal year, he continued. Thirty stud- 
ies are in being or on the boards,” he said, 
adding, “We are treating every Vietnam 
veteran who thinks he was exposed to it.” 

Vietnam veteran counselling has been 
expanded from 100 centers to 130 with 
more to come and the proof of the center's 
acceptance by Vietnam veterans can be 
seen in the greater caseload, he said. 

Although the VA did not get all it 
wanted in the recent federal budget, 
Nimmo said “the VA fared better than 
any other agency except the Department 
of Defense.” 

“You can rely on Congress,” he said. “It 
is not going to desert you any more than 
the President or Iam going to desert you,” 
he continued. 

Turning to published allegations of 
abusing the perks of his office, Nimmo 
admitted spending $45,000 to $54,000 on 
refurbishing the 10th floor executive area 
of the VA Central Office in Washington. 


“It was unfit for people to run one of 
the largest agencies of government,” he 
said. “I cleaned it up and did what I thought 
had to be done.” 

As for the charge that he used a govern- 
ment car and driver to take him to and 
from work, Nimmo said he reimbursed 
the government $6,410 for the driver's 
overtime from his own personal funds 
and his wife now drives him in their fam- 
ily car. 

“What troubles me are the charges that 
Tam callous and don’t care about veterans 
or that I said Vietnam veterans are pam- 
pered and I don’t want no-legged people 
around me. I never used these expressions 
at any time and never will.” 

He attributed these reports to “liber- 
als’ in the news media who want to erode 
confidence in public officials. 

“I want to reaffirm my commitment 
and the President's commitment to the 
integrity of the medical care system and to 
the array of benefits that will be there 
when you need them,” he declared. 

“The leadership of this organization 
and I will differ,” he continued. “My 
responsibility is somewhat different, but 
both of us are involved in the care of vet- 
erans.” 

Later in a press conference, Nimmo 
said he regretted that comments he has 
made were misinterpreted because he 
respects all persons who have served the 
nation. 

Ina fiery speech, Cooper T. Holt, joined 
by Commander-in-Chief Arthur J. Fell- 
wock, declared: 

"I feel as Director of your Washington 
Office that I have a mandate to speak out 
against anybody who tries to put veterans 
in the category of other social welfare pro- 
grams and I will continue to do so. 

“Also before the House Veterans’ 
Affairs Committee, Nimmo was asked his 
opinion about the veteran and he used a 
statement to the effect that the man who 
served his country in time of war was 
merely carrying out a citizenship respon- 
sibility and that our service to our country 
was only a matter of inconvenience. 

“My friends, we are not going to put up 
with that from him or anybody else.” 

In his acceptance remarks upon elec- 
tion as Commander-in-Chief James R. 
(Bob) Currieo took Nimmo to task for 
such remarks, VE

Life is Precious 


emembering the dead is another 

Re of celebrating life, Rear 

Adm. R.H. Trower, the Navy's 

chief of chaplains, told the somber VFW 

members and their families at the Los 

Angeles Convention Center during the 
annual Memorial Service, Aug. 15. 

Dedicated to the American dead of all 
wars, the service recalled especially Past 
Commander-in-Chief James W. Cothran, 
who led the organization in 1952 and 
1953 and died only days before the Mem- 
orial Service. 

“As money inflates, our values are 
eroded and life is not worth much,” 
Trower said, “We parade our deepest feel- 
ings in all kinds of demonstrations. Life is 
not cheap. 

“I believe deeply that our remembered 
dead have something to do with our 
regard for life and our appreciation of 
life.” 

Adm. Trower urged that “our remem- 
brance of the dead serve to foster the value 
of life. Let it be enough this day to say with 
hearts full of pride and joy that God makes 


all things possible in His kingdom. 

“Life must never be cheap or trivial. 
This memorial service must bring to us a 
renewed sense of life and service.” 

“Remembering the dead is a ritual that 
has many meanings,” he said. "For some, 
it is an obligation of soldiers, sailors and 
Marines. For some, it is an opportunity to 
comfort a terrible loss so that grief 
becomes more manageable. For many, it is 
a recollection of all that goes into making 
peace and what a citizen will do to bring 
decency into the world. 

“For all of us, it is a time of gathering a 
new resolve that the day will come when 
men will war no more. 

“We are brought together as one 
people in remembering the dead and so it 
is at this 83rd National Convention of the 
VFW when we listen to a roll that was 
called up yonder. 

“There was one we knew best, Jimmy 
Cothran, or a brother or a wife, husband, 
mother, son, daughter or friend. That one 
name grabs our attention in such a way 
that no other can.

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VFW Service Office Success Story 


Fighting for veterans is an everyday 
story for the VFW Service Officer. 

This month's actual event deals with 
a former POW of the Japanese who 
was initially denied service connection 
for the disabilities which resulted in his 
death. 

While a POW, he suffered from the 
same problems most other prisoners 
did: anxiety neurosis; lack of vitamins 
with malnutrition; beriberi, and other 
disabling diseases. 

The veteran died in October, 1979— 
more than 30 years after service. 
According to the VA, the cause of death 
was alcoholic hepatitis. 

The VFW received his widow's 
application: for a claim of service- 
connected death in November, 1979. 
In March, .1980, the VA denied the 
claim. 

The New Mexico State Service 
Officer was not satisfied with the find- 
ing. Armed with hospital records and 
articles by the then medical consultant 
to the VFW, Dr. R. W. Murray, he had 
the ruling overturned by the Board of 
Veterans Appeals (BVA). The widow 
was awarded over $11,000-and will 
receive other Dependency and Indem- 
nity Compensation payments. 

Hospital records showed the vete- 
ran had been hospitalized several

times before death for causes due to the 
imprisonment years before. 

In 1977, he was suffering from an 
ankle ulcer. The next year he had 
chronic dermatitis and an ulceration of 
the right lower leg. In 1979, he had the 
same ulcer of his leg, high blood pres- 
sure and a lung infection. During each 
of his hospital visits, he admitted. he 
drank, but not to the point of being 
classified as an alcoholic. 

The VFW medical consultant medi- 
cal information bulletins used in the 
appeal discussed the influence of mal- 
nutrition on liver disease. 

The BVA held that his service con- 
nected disabilities were so debilitating 
that they rendered the veteran mate- 
rially less capable of resisting the rav- 
ages of the disease: which caused his 
death. .

criminal’s major advantage is 
A that he prepares to catch you off 

guard. Your best defense, then, 
is to be prepared at all times. Here are 
some suggestions on how to avoid 
becoming a victim: 

An obituary will list the time and 
place of funeral services, with the expec- 
tation that every member of the deceased’s 
household will attend. Knowing this, 
burglars regularly read the obituaries. 
To thwart them, always arrange for 
someone to house-sit whenever every- 
one is away. 

When you go out or retire for the 
evening, remember that lights are the 
major enemy of the burglar. Use them. 

Never have the phone disconnected 
while you are away. A temporary discon- 
nection clearly indicates you haven't 
paid your bill or you are out of town. 

If you must walk at night, avoid the 
curb. Someone could hide between two 
parked cars or in a parked car and ambush 
you, or, if driving by, could reach through 
a car window and snatch your purse or 
attache case. 

If you are being followed, walk as 
quickly as you can to the nearest police 
officer or telephone and report it. Look 
for other people to walk near or a mail- 
box. The presence of people will deter a 
purse snatcher, while a mailbox is a safe 
place to deposit your purse or wallet to 
avoid its theft.

People should seriously consider owning 
one if they can. 

When you are away, arrange to have 
your regular routine performed during 
your absence. Have a neighbor take in 
the newspapers, raise and draw the 
shades and turn the lights on and off. 

As a general rule, secure locks on all 
outside doors and windows. The dead- 
bolt lock is the best security buy for the 
money. Sufficient lighting, a dog, a lock 
on the bedroom door, a phone in the 
bedroom and a cautious attitude toward 
all strangers are practices essential to 
security. Unfortunately, as the crime sta- 
tistics show, they are precautions ignored 
by many. 

The first rule is to limit your losses. If 
you carry little enough cash, the robber's 
take won't break you, but hopefully it 
will be big enough to satisfy him. Other- 
wise, he may give vent to his rage by a 
physical assault. 

If confronted by a robber, especially 
one who is armed, give up your valuables 
willingly and quickly. Your life is worth 
more than anything you are carrying. 

Here are some additional protection 
tips: 

If you believe someone is in your 
house, go immediately to a neighbor's 
and call the police. Don't try to be a hero. 

If you are being followed on a well- 
traveled street, slow down, speed up, 
reverse direction. In other words, indi- 
cate to your pursuer that you are aware 
of him. Then go straight for help. Going 
straight home just lets him know where 
you can be found. 

Windows above ground level require 
less protection than ground-level win- 
dows only if they are generally inaccessi- 
ble. If in doubt, protect them as if they 
were at ground level. 

A caller who hangs up without speak- 
ing may be attempting to determine 
whether or not the house is occupied. 
Use such a call as a reminder to check 
your security measures. 

Senior citizens should arrange daily 
phone contacts with relatives and check 
with neighbors regularly. 

Be cautious when using 24-hour bank- 
ing equipment. If you notice suspicious- 
looking people hanging out, wait until

they leave or visit another branch. 

The probability that the offender will 
be arrested will increase by about 10% if 
you call the police within two minutes of 
the crime. Always report a crime, even if 
you are only a witness. 

A complete solution to our crime 
problem is not just around the corner. 
Until and unless we reach that point, most 
of the responsibility for your protection is 
yours. We aren't suggesting that you arm 
yourself or organize vigilante groups. Nor 
are we recommending unrealistic acts of 
heroism that may in fact increase your 
peril or loss. Instead, we are mainly urging 
that everyone take a series of common- 
sense preventive measures. 

For example, it is estimated that half of 
all auto thefts result from keys being left 
in the ignition, that one fourth of all 
illegal entries into homes are made 
through unlocked doors. Crime is being 
made too easy for the criminal. 

City-by-city surveys across the country 
at the end of the calendar year 1980 show 
the public is concerned about crime like 
never before. I advocate planning in 
advance and hope to direct individuals 
into a positive, preventive approach. We 
stress psychological and physical readi- 
ness—preaction rather than reaction. W/avd
